This is a time when we should put our ateonsenal 
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men in harness. Notwithstanding the many ex- 
pressions of a desire for peace and harmony 
Voiced in the community and in the press, we 
know that many of our enemies are alert to take 
advantage of any sign of weakness they discover 
in our ranks, and although the great majority of 
‘our labor organizations are strong and self-reliant, 
>in these abnormal days, it is of the highest im- 
portance that we see to it that there are no weak 
~ links in the chain, consequently we should, with- 
“out hesitancy, place our strong men in the sad- 
“dle and quietly shelve or ignore the pessimists 
and the weaklings. ‘ 


aie THE QUESTION OF WAGES. 
~ Organized Labor, at the earliest possible mo- 
ment after the great fire declared that the union 
men and women would not seek to take advantage 
of the common misfortune by increasing wages. 
» Many people had expressed the fear that unions 
_ ‘would attempt to profit by the extraordinary con- 
- ditions created by the recent riot of Nature’s 
-- forces. No sooner, however, had these fears been 
/. quieted by the declarations of Organized Labor on 
the subject, than many of these same people who 
were losing sleep over the anticipated extortion 
of union men jumped to the conclusion that the 
“manly action of the latter was evidence of weak- 
mess, and that they could, with impunity, name 
Such conditions for their employes as_ they 
pleased. Those who attempted to establish ab- 
normal conditions—especially with respect to the 
length of the workday—soon discovered that the 
unions were as capable of protecting the bread- 
and-butter interests of their members as at any 
time in the past.. This policy, of course, cannot 
| ‘but lead to serious industrial troubles if persist- 
| edin. The unions have no disposition to disrupt 
} the harmonious relations between employer and 
| employe that sre so necessary to the speedy up- 
| building of San Francisco, but, come what may, 
+ ‘they will maintain the schedules of wages and 
| hours that existed before the fire. 

Where attacks on Organized Labor have failed, 
attention has been given the unorganized section 
of the workers—principally the ordinary labor- 
ers, or; to be more exact, the unfortunates who, 
deprived of opportunity of following their usual 
‘well-paid occupations, are compelled to accept 
any kind of work they can secure and are not 
| in a position to insist on normal wages. At this 
| writing some employers are endeavoring to hire 
+ laborers for $1.75 a day, although before the fire 
+ union laborers were receiving from $2.25 to $2.75 
for eight hours.

Cigar 
Makers—Received $7000 from their National or- 
ganization for out-of-work benefits; will pay 
weekly. Musicians—Established headquarters at 
421 Laguna street; the national organization has 
sent out appeals to all locals, and expects many 
donations; the Board of Directors will meet every 
Tuesday and Friday.

TYPOGRAPHICAL TOPICS. 

The -Executive Committee of Typographical 
ynion, No. 21, has made arrangements for the an- 
nual election of officers, which will take place on 
Wednesday, the 16th inst.. at headquarters, 425 
Fifteenth street, Oakland, 

The situation _in printerdom, as well as the 
prospects for the immediate future, are given at 
length in a communication forwarded to Inter- 
nation President James M. Lynch by President 
Tracy of No. 21 on the 7th inst. 
part, reads as follows: 

Oakland, Cal., May 7, 1906. 

James M. Lynch, President I. T. U., Indiana- 
polis, Indiana—My dear-Mr. Lynch: On behalf 
of the membership of San Francisco Typograph- 
ical Union, No. 21, I desire to present a statement 
of conditions in that jurisdiction at this writing, 
for the purpose of giving you and the other mem- 
bers of the Executive Council, and through you to 
the membership at large, a full understanding of 
the situation and the task that confronts us. In 
presenting this statement I shall endeavor to 
present facts just as they actually exist. 

Following this paragraph is a summary of our 
membership showing the effects of the disaster:

in the sense that we believe them lost, but rather 
to present a picture of the chaotic conditions exist- 
ing here. No doubt a small number will never be 
accounted for, but we expect eventually to locate 
a large percentage of the missing. The temporary 
headquarters have been maintained since Friday, 
April 20th, and our location has been extensively 
advertised, so that it would seem that all of the 
921 members should know where to register, yet 
the 265 above mentioned are still to be heard 
from, 


The immediate future for No. 21 is, from the 
standpoint of membership and condition of trade, 
anything but bright. The truth of this statement 
will be borne out by an analysis of the situation. 


Let us first consider the newspaper branch of 
the business. Since the earthquake five of -the 
six daily newspapers have been publishing small 
papers from Oakland offices, one of the having 
suspended for the time being, and aside from the 
“Daily News” (a four-page penny paper which to- 
day resumed publication on the San Francisco 
side), it will be two or three weeks before any 
of them will remove from Oakland. And when 
they do re-establish their offices on the peninsula 
it will be under practically a new order of things. 
Considering the size of the city San Francisco 
business men as a whole were not large adver- 
tisers. Every one of the department stores, and 
all of the wholesale and retail firms which patron- 
ized the newspapers were wiped out by the fire, 
and it will be months before an appreciable num- 
ber of these firms resume advertising on anything 
approaching the lines which obtained before the 
disaster. It is therefore natent that even if the 
papers were now re-established in San Francisco 
with plants equal to those destroyed, the volume 
of business available would not commence to 
utilize the number of men formerly employed. 
** * With advertising and subscriptions reduced, 
as they inevitably must be, it follows as a natural 
consequence that no department of the news- 
papers will suffer more than the composing-room. 
We look for greatly reduced forces on all the 
newspapers. 


In the job branch the prospects are less en- 
couraging. Of course, since the “occurrence” 
there has been a great rush of printing. But 
aside from orders from the large corporations the 
work has been in the main the result of efforts by 
burned-out firms to maintain their identity by 
establishing temporary offices, which necessitates 
Office stationery and other printing. The same 
reasons which will affect the business of the news- 
Papers apply to the job branch of our trade. The 
vast number of commercial houses which formerly 
did business in San Francisco cannot resume in 
anything approaching normal until the work of 
reconstruction shall have furnished accommoda- 
tions. ‘And here again the shrinkage in popula- 
tion, must be taken into consideration;’the volume 
of business, including printing, depending on the 
size and prosperity of the community. 

‘All things considered, we shall be very fortunate 


: if within a year two-thirds of our former member-

It is not intended by the above statement to! aged single men and such married men as con do 
convey the impression that 265 men are so to withdraw for the time being to other juris- 


ship shall find employment. While it is true that 
at this writing 169 cards have been withdrawn, 
and no doubt many others will follow, there are 
still a great number who must remain here and 
take chances of obtaining employment later on. 
These are men of large families, men who had 
homes and other interests here which compel 
them to remain. It is, patent that for a long time 
to come there will be many more printers here 
than can find employment. The majority cannot 
go away, and while waiting for the resumption of 
business means must be found to avert actual 
suffering among them. 

The reports sent East by the Associated Press 
to the effect that all of the homeless are housed 
and fed and well cared for, is, of course, in a 
sense, the truth, but it only means that the people 
are sleeping on the ground with a canvas cov- 
ering, and that they stand in line for coffee and 
bread, and such other rations as are occasionally 
available. This is all right for the time being, but 
it is the hard times of the immediate future that 
most concern us. There is and will be plenty of 
work here for men who are strong enough to 
wield a pick and shovel, and it is gratifying to be 
able to report the fact that some of our members 
are not too proud to tackle that sort of thing and 
are new so employed, but we all know that few 
printers are able to do that kind of work. 

In view of the conditions as set forth above, 
the Executive Committee of No. 21 has encour- 


dictions. Transportation is being furnished from 
the relief funds, but the great distance to be trav- 
eled in order that our members may locate else- 
where is necessarily a handicap and a great ex- 
pense. For those who must remain the committee 
is affording such relief as seems absolutely neces- 
sary to meet immediate wants. For the homeless 
members who have families to care for some ade- 
quate provision must eventually be made. Of this 
number those who find employment will soon be 
able to care for themselves, but not a few will 
look to us for assistance for a long time. 

Just now we are compelled to relieve some of 
our members who are at work for the reason that 
the newspapers and business houses that have 
been been able to keep going are doing business 
with little or no cash. 

‘All banks are still closed to old accounts, and 
from the present outlook they will remain closed 
for an indefinite period, the Governor of California 
proclaiming holidays from day to day. * * * 

The funds of No. 21 that were on deposit in 
various banks are not available, and it is likely 
that many weeks will pass before we can draw 
from that source. * * * 

In closing I wish to thank you and your asso- 
ciates in the Executive Council on behalf of No. 21 
for the very prompt and timely assistance ren- 
dered. Also convey our thanks and appreciation 
to such unions as have forwarded funds through 
the Indianapolis office. 

It is not our purpose in issuing this statement 
to raise a calamity cry for funds. The situation 
is presented just as it exists at this wrting, and 
your judgment and future action and the judg- 
ment and future action of all who read this letter 
may be safely based on the statements made. Re-

CLOTHING FOR NEEDY WOMEN. 

Hearst’s Boston “American” raised a_ relief 
fund for the San Francisco sufferers which was 
invested in 100 sewing machines and large quan- 
tities of cloth suitable for women’s clothing. The 
machines and. material were turned over to the 
National Red Cross, and are now installed in the 
Hearst Grammar School, Fillmore and Hermann 
streets. A number of ladies, under the direction 
of Miss Lucile Eaves, will superintend the regis- 
tration of needy women, the formation of classes, 
and other practical details. ‘The plan is to permit 
worthy women to come to the schoolhouse and 
make such clothes as they require. The work 
will probably be started within four or five days. 


TO OFFICERS OF UNIONS. 

It is very essential that you should register the 
members of your organizations at the earliest pos- 
sible date; and also notify the secretary of the 
Labor Council of your meeting place, headquar- 
ters, and addresses of Secretary and Delegates to 
the Labor Council.

Meetings of the Executive Board were held on 
April 25, April 28, May ist and May 4th, and will 
be each week in the future on Tuesdays and Fri- 
days in headquarters, at 12 o’clock noon. 

The Relief Committee, consisting of Messrs. J. 
Kunzelman, Theo. Hisfeldt, J. J. Matheson, Frank 
Borgel and John ‘A. Keogh, have authority to pro- 
vide immediate relief for members requiring such 
assistance. Requests for extensive financial aid 
for those desirous of leaving the city will be pro- 
vided by the Relief Committee, subject to instruc- 
tion of the Board of Directors. 

Word has been received from General Secre- 
tary Owen Miller that a movement has been in- 
stituted on the part of the American Federation 
of Musicians looking towards providing funds 
for the relief of distressed members of local No. 6 
of San Francisco. From such adyices as have 
been received by the local officers a large amount 
will undoubtedly be raised through subscribed 
donations from individual locals of the Federation. 

Local No. 47, of Los Angeles, and Local No. 76, 
of Seattle, have been very prompt and active in 
measures for the benefit of the Musicians’ Mutual 
Protective Union. The news of the immense 
disaster suffered by the city had hardly been 
flashed to ‘Seattle when a special meeting of the 
organized musicians of that jurisdiction was held, 
and by unanimous vote a donation of $1000 was 
made to the stricken local. Los Angeles was 
equally generous and energetic, a special meeting 
voting $1000 for the purchase of a carload of 
supplies consigned to the General Relief Commit- 
tee of San Francisco, and approximately $500 was 
raised at the same time by individual subscription 
of members of the local for the purpose of caring 
for the wants of No. 6’s members. 

The news has reached this city that it has been 
unable to mutually arrange between the author- 
ized committees of the B. P. O. E. (Elks) and 
Local No. 20, of Denver, Colorado, for the partici- 
pation of only unobjectionable bands in the com- 
ing Elks’ Conclave, to be held in June, 1906. All 
members of the Federation have been notified in 
consequences to refrain from accepting any con- 
tract or engagement connected with the conclave. 


JOURNEYMEN TAILORS. 

Journeymen Tailors, Local No. 2, have estab- 
lished headquarters at 565 Tenth street, Oakland, 
where H. T. Ajax, representative of the Interna- 
tional is also located. 

At a meeting this week H. T. Ajax, A. Trimble 
and J. Ellsworth were appointed to act as a Re- 
lief Committee. The local has received $1000 
from the parent organizations, and more money 
will be forwarded later. 

The Oakland tailors have generously provided 
employment for many of their San Francisco 
brothers. 


BARBERS. 

Journeymen Barbers, Local No. 148, have estab- 
lished temporary headquarters at 224 Clement 
street. The union held a meeting Sunday after- 
noon and transacted considerable business. Lo- 
cal 148 lost all of its effects in the fire of April 
18th but with the assistance of the International 
we will be able to resume at once. 4 

The International sent $1000 for the immediate 
relief of the members, over two thirds of whom 
lost their all. Yet they are facing the future 
courageously, and will establish permanent head- 
quarters as soon as possible, Secretary. 


BAKERS. 

At a meeting of Bakers’ Union, No. 24, held on 
Saturday, the 28th inst., it was decided by unani- 
mous vote to act in accord with the resolutions 
adopted by the San Francisco Labor Council, and 
all members are permitted to work on Saturday 
wherever necessary, up to and including Saturday, 
May 19th. On this day the regular meeting of the 
local will be held in the new headquarters, 2650 
Geary street, corner Presidio avenue. 

Members in need of assistance are requested 
to apply for same at headquarters. 

Arrangements have been made for the installa- 
tion of a telephone within the following week. 


The members of Garment Workers, No. 131, are 
gradually being registered at the office of the 
Labor Council, and the officers intend to call a

MUSICIANS’ MUTUAL PROTECTIVE UNION. | 
Headquarters and Secretary’s office, 421 Laguna 
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-- ‘RED CROSS EMPLOYMENT BUREAU. 

‘A comprehensive statement of the operation of 
the Red Cross Employment Buerau under the di- 
rection of State Labor Commissioner Stafford is 
contained in a report made to Mr. Devine on the 
10th inst., which reads as follows: 

San Francisco, May 10, 1906. 

Dr. Edward T. Devine, Special Representative 
American Red Cross, San Francisco, Cal—Dear 
Sir: I beg to report to you that the Red Cross 
Employment Bureau in the WHearst Grammar 
School has registered to date 2,400 men and 130 
women. 

We have succeeded in obtaining employment 
for 400 men and 20 women. 

In addition to these numbers no doubt two or 
three hundred men have located employment 
through the bulletim notices posted in and around 
the school rooms. : 

Applications for skilled artisans have been re- 
ferred by us to the Building Trades Council of 
the City and filled from their headquarters. Fully 
fifty mechanics have been furnished employment 
through this medium. 

A special feature of our work has been to select 
married men who were entirely burned out by 
the fire for first choice, so that while we do not 
make a high showing in numbers this bureau has 
been very effective in reducing the ranks of those 
dependent upon the relief funds. 

Contractors are beginning to get busy all over 
the City and orders for help are rapidly increas- 
ing. 

I have arranged for a very competent man to 
make the rounds daily of the employers for the 
purpose of soliciting their help, and we shall call 
upon the relief camps to furnish men as rapidly 
as they are needed. 

The cheerfulness with which men of every con- 
eceivable occupation previous to the fire accept 
employment as ordinary laborers is very gratify- 
ing and is a good evidence of the courage and op- 
timism of even the most unfortunate of our citi- 
zens.

GARMENT CUTTERS. 

The Garment Cutters held a meeting last 
Wednesday afternoon at 408 Waller street and 
discussed at length the situation in their indus- 
try, which was temporarily wiped out by the fire. 

It was announced that the International officials 
were receiving donations from locals in other sec- 
tions for the relief of the Garment Workers here, 
President Ed. Corpe reporting that he had re- 
ceived $100 as the first installment of the relief 
fund. Members who are in need of assistance 
should apply to President Corpe at his residence, 
124A Eureka street. 

Resolutions were passed declaring it to be the 
sense of the union that the old agreement, with 
the manufacturers guvyerning wages, hours and 
other conditions be strictly adhered to. 

The Garment Cutters formerly belonged to the 
local Garment Workers’ Union, and it was decided 
that it would be best under existing conditions 
to restore that arrangement, consequently a reso- 
lution favoring amalgamation with Garment 
Workers, Local No. 131, was adopted. 

The Garment Cutters will hold a meeting on 
next Wednesday at 7 p. m. at 408 Waller street. 


RETAIL CLERKS. 

The three locals of Retail Clerks have located 
headquarters at 1422 Steiner street, and will re- 
main there until further notice: Charles Lee has 
been chosen Secretary of the joint committee, and 
is stationed at headquarters. 

Retail Clerks, Local No. "432, will meet Tuesday 
afternoon at 2 o’clock. The Drug Clerks will meet 
Friday at the same hour, while the Retail Shoe 
Clerks, Local No. 410, will meet Wednesday at 
7 p.m. At a meeting held this week the local 
dues for May were remitted, and the International 
has been asked to remit per capita tax for six 
months.

homeless by the fire. 

Mrs. Jennie Stanley, who worked in the Yosem- 
ite Laundry, and Josie Braunbaugh, employed in 
the Shasta Laundry, formerly residing at 832 Fol- 
som street, have not been heard from, and rela- 
tives are anxious to learn of their whereabouts. 

The union has received a donation of cloths 
suitable for women’s clothing, and has added to 
this supply by purchasing material with its own 
funds. Members, the wives of members and 
friends have volunteered to make women’s cloth- 
ing from this material, and in this way the union 
expects to supply the most pressing needs of a 
large number of its members. 


International Secretary J. J. Manning left for |— 


the East last Monday, accompanied by his wife 
and child, who have been ill. He assisted Local 
No. 26 materially while here, and a. vote of thanks 
was tendered him at Saturday’s meeting. 

The International remitted $1000 per capita tax 
and sent $1000 cash for the relief fund, while San 
Jose contributed $500, Oakland $100 and Los An- 
geles $100. 

There are ten laundries running in the city, but 
none of them can employ a full crew at present.

Press Feeders and Assistants, No. 33, met in 
St. Helen Hall, Fifteenth and Market streets, 
Wednesday afternoon and appointed the following 
members to serve as a Relief Committee: J. J.

The International Printing Pressmen has ap- 
propriated $5000 for relief purposes, and a circu- 
lar has been sent to the locals throughout the 
country requesting aid. The relief funds will be 
sent to a joint committee consisting of M. Ryan of 
No. 4, Ed Brown of No. 24, and Ed. McGenity of 
No. 33. 


The union placed all members in good standing 
until June 30th. There are only 15 of the 250 
members of the organization employed at the 
present time.
